Just about three years ago, on 
a hot, steamy night, Andover’s 
largest town meeting attendance- 
wise, heard promises with regard 
to construction of a new plant for 
the Raytheon Manufacturing Co. 

Raytheon officials stressed their 
interest in remaining as an 
Andover resident and pledged tobe 
a good neighbor, if approval were 
given to rezoning a tract of land 
in West Andover. 

The physical plant would be 
screened from the subdivisions 
surrounding the plant, the high- 
ways nearby, and every effort

would be made to make the manu- 
facturing facility compatible with 
the character of the town. 

Today, three years later, there 
is visible evidence, Raytheon, 
Andover has kept its promise. 

As for its good neighbor policy, 
this is clearly evident also as 
several civic organizations, school 
groups and other organizations 


~have been hosted by the company 


at its new West Andover opera- 
tions. 

The 706,000 square foot plant 
sits comfortably, in an almost 
sunken garden setting, shielded by 
tree lines and earth mounds from 
nearby residential areas and the 
bustling traffic of Route 93. 

If an apple orchard is 
characteristically New England, 
then Raytheon, Andover has cap- 
tured a native setting along its 
curving entrance road as the 
orchard which bore fruit for years 
off Lowell street was retained in 
its natural habitat. 

Construction of the physical 
plant was accomplished in about 
17 months. 

Before and during the con- 
struction period, planning of the 
landscaping was extensive to meet 
the promises made to the town.

When we drive along Stor- 
row drive in Boston, my wife usu- 
ally looks up at those expensive 
apartment houses perched over the 
Charles River and says after our 
kids are grown up we should move 


into the city and live there “because 


that’s Boston. The real Boston.” 

I’ve tried to explain to her 
that Storrow Drive and Beacon Hill 
and those terribly, terribly smart 
little shops on Newbury Street 
aren’t the real Boston but only the 
frills for a fortunate few. 

But you can’t explain it un- 
less you have seen it yourself, and 
most of the people living outside of 
Boston haven’t seen it, so I don’t 
try to explain anymore. 

Two or three years ago, 
while on the West Coast, a lawyer 
learned I worked in Boston, and he 
said, “When I think of Boston, I al- 
ways think of Locke-Ober’s after 
the Harvard- Yale game. That to 
me is Boston.” 

I said that’s nice or some- 
thing and changed the subject, be- 
cause anyone who thinks Locke- 
Ober restaurant is representative 
of Boston, the real Boston, must, 
also think that Louisburg Square 
and those Christmas bell ringers 
are truly Boston. Well, they're not. 

When I glance at those 
arty photo essays about Boston, the 
photographers have rarely strayed 
from Beacon Hill and those lovely 
shadows in the late afternoons on 
the old houses. They miss the real 
Boston. 

For every resident of 


Louisburg Square and Storrow 
Drive, there are 5000 others living 
in three decker tenements in Dor- 
chester, the brick and cement 
Columbia Point housing project 
where some of the obscenities on 
the walls are misspelled. They live 
in slums on Worcester St. in the 
South End and the smell of urine 
hits you when you walk into the 
hallway. 

And they live in neat and 
heavily mortgaged Capes, built 
close together off Roslindale 
Square, in old Victorian mansions, 
converted into apartments, on 
Savin Hill, in rows of tenements 
in South Boston. 

If you want to see Boston, 
go to the outdoor market in Hay- 
market Square. But don’t go in 
June, when all the tourists and the 
amateur photographers are there, 
because they think the market is 
cute and just lots of fun. 

Go ona Friday night in 
February when the cold is awful, 
when the guys working the stands 
— with names like Sal and Moe — put 
up canvas sheets to break the wind. 
They burnscrapsfromwooden _ 
crates in big barrels to keep warm. 

On acold night you will 
see people with old pinched faces 
shopping at the outdoor market, 
not because it is quaint, but because 
they can save a few badly needed 
dollars until the next Social Secu- 
rity check arrives. They are the 
true Bostonians, and not those for- 
tunate few who fly to Palm Beach 
when the weather turns cold.

Close to $100,000 was spent to 
accomplish what the electronics 
firm said they would do. 

Surrounding the plant are earth 
bankings 16 to 18 feet in height 
screening the area from the 
neighborhood. 


Plantings included 313 white 


. spruce trees and 251 rhododen- 


drons. 

Special coverings, which will 
provide a reddish or lavender hue 
to the. bankings and kill off weeds 
have been planted and within time 
will spring forth with colorful 
accompaniment for the _ tree 
studded surroundings. 

Neighbors had expressed con- 
cern about lighting in parking areas 
around the building. 

Raytheon said it would provide 
lighting which would not be of- 
fensive to the area. 

To accomplish this hundreds of 


i light standards now bear what is 


called, ‘*high hat’’ lighting, 
reflecting all illumination down- 
ward into the parking lots, rather 
than rising skyward. 

The high hat connotation comes 
from the design of shield placed 
to reflect the lighting. 

In the areas adjacent to resi- 
dential properties, the lights go 
off automatically about 9:30 p.m. 

Rather than construct a water 
tower, the company built a pond 
filled with five million gallons 
of water, to provide adequate fire 
protection, as well as process 
water used in the cooling of some 
of its manufacturing processes. 

An interior road network inter- 
twines the 186 acre site to control 
traffic to and from the plant. 


Rather than a massive expanse 
of blacktop in the parking areas, 
the sections are broken up by tree 
lines. 

There are 34 acres given over 
to parking facilities, to accomodate 
4,269 cars. 

In its modern plant, the company 
was mindful of ecology in its 
planning, not only for the present 
but for the future. 

In the paint shop, for instance, 
a ventilation system removes all 
offensive fumes before emitting 
it into the atmosphere. 

Alkali fed into separators com- 
pletely neutralizes any chemical 
wastes which are fed into the public 
waste disposal system. This was 
designed not just for present 
standards but for the day, not 
too distant, when Andover and 
other communities will be’ tied 
into a regional sanitary waste 
disposal station. 

On the 17 acres of roof space 
are 24 air conditioning and humid- 
ifying units, each having a 300 ton 
capacity, the largest built to date 
in this country. 

Emergency equipment is on 
hand, such as a completely 
equipped fire truck, which 
eliminated the need for the former 
small industrial fire houses which 
once were needed for manu- 
facturing plants. 

There are 214,000 square feet 
of the building used for office 
space, 25,000 square feet for a 
dining area, and 467,000 square 
feet devoted to manufacturing. 

Since its opening, hundreds of 
visitors from the Greater Law- 
rence and Andover area have en- 
tered the appropriately land- 
scaped main entrance, where trees

A Victory 


It doesn’t happen very often, but apparently the voters 
have had a say in state and county government. 

Senator Kevin Harrington, president of the state senate, 
on Tuesday, recalled a bill from Governor Sargent which 
would have provided a new $30 million courthouse for 
Essex County. 

The recall virtually kills the proposal. 

The new courthouse, to replace existing facilities in 
Lawrence, Salem and Newburyport, was a needless ex- 
pense, as viewed by the general public, particularly at a 
time when county voters could ill afford increased costs. 

Apparently, sufficient pressure was applied to Sen. 
Harrington to have him relent on what, on the surface, 
seemed to be something/ to satiate his political appetite in 
his own backyard of Salem, where the new courthouse was 
to be located. 

Its subsequent recall and rejection is a victory not just 
for the voters of Essex County, but a tribute to the tenacity 
of legislators particularly from this area. 

Leading the opponents of the courthouse proposals have 
been three young legislators, two of whom are serving the 
area for the first’ time. 

Reps. James/ P. Hurrell of North Andover, William G. 
Arvanitis and Edward Grimley of Lawrence, have been par- 
ticularly vocal in their opposition to the bill. 

Faced with almost certain defeat in their bid to block 
approval in the House, the young legislators continued their 
campaign against the new courthouse after it was approved 
and on its way to the governor. 

Well aware that these legislators serve more than just 
Andover, we feel they aptly displayed this town’s interests 
in the particular issue. 

Since Andover was carved up atrociously in redistricting 
a few years ago (the town is now served by four representa- 
tives, none of whom are Andover residents), we have had 
some qualms about proper representation on Beacon Hill. 

Hurrell had served a term in the House previously, 
Arvanitis and Grimley were new. 

In the maze of a Boston-interested, suburb-neglected 
majority on Beacon Ilill, the young legislators have cham- 
pioned a cause for the area and the town, which will prove 
financially beneficial. 

It is interesting to note that 50 years ago this week, An- 
dover residents were appalled at an increase from $15,000 
to $19,000 as their share of county costs, according to a 
TOWNSMAN article. 

Equally appalled were residents faced with further in- 
creased county costs today, a half-decade later. 

That their voices were heard, along with many other 
opponents of the proposal, shows Andover is being well 
represented. 

This victory should spur them on to continued interest 
in the area and its problems.

ment plant bonds would be 
a sufficient period of time for 
redemption and result in a savings 
to the town on the interest costs. 
The savings in interest payment 
will be in the vicinity of $500,000. 

The board had _ considered 
issuing the bonds for a ten year 
period, which would have been an 
additional savings, but with the tax 
rate picture under consideration, it 
was felt the additional five years 
would be better. 

The school acquisition bonds will 
also result inconsiderable savings 
on interest costs. 

Interest costs have risen con- 
siderably in the past few years. 
Where the town once floated bonds 
at a two or three percent rate, 
that figure has now gone to about 
the four percent plateau. 

In the past decade, most all 
bond issues have been on a 20- 
year basis, with one _ school 
construction issue on a 15-year 
span.
